Building activity in Tor­ 
rance, already at a peak, con­ 
tinued to climb upward during 
November as city officials Is­ 
sued 202 permits for a total 
value of $2.109,960.

The new totals brought the 
year's new construction to 
153.329.303. The previous high 
for a year was 146 million, 
reached in 1956.

Permits issued In November 
provided for 22 new single 
family homes and 84 adltlonal 
apartment units. Seven new 
commercial buildings were 
started during the month.
